'The  District  is  approximately  50  square  miles  in  area  with  a 20  mile 
coast  line  of  lovely  cliffs  and  beaches.  It  is  divided  into  18  parishes, 
with  a population  of  7,650.  Agriculture  is  the  basic  industry,  mostly 
dairy  faming,  wliile  catering  for  holiday  malcers  pla^^'s  a very  important  role 
in  the  life  of  the • community,  riany  of  the  householders  are  engaged  (part-time) 
as  outworkers  in  the  Net  and  Twine  Industry  based  on  Eridport  Borougli, 

Natter  Supplies.^ 

The  West  Dorset  Water  Board  took  over  direct  responsibility  for  the  public 
water  supplies  in  the  District  on  1st,  April,  1959,  although  the  Couincil 
still  retain  responsibility  for  water  suxoplies  to  their  own  housing  estates 
at  Llorconbelake  and  Uploders.  The  Board  have  not  as  yet  taken  over  the 
various  privately  ov/ned  public  supplies  in  the  District,  and  these  are  as 
follows

Re_ffioml  Scheme^  Phase  1_. 

In  April,  the  Minister  approved  Phase  1 of  the  Board’s  Regional 
Scheme  \irithout  prejudice  to  any  decision  that  might  ultimately  be  taken  on 
the  draft  Order  for  Litton  Cheney, 

Good  progress  was  made  during  196I  on  capital  works  contracts  of  Phase  1 
and  by  the  end  of  the  year 

fa)  Reservoir  on  North  Warren  Hill  vras  completed. 

(b)  Head  Works  etc  at  Hook  were  completed. 

Detailed  foundation  dra^Tings  for  the  pmps  had  been  received 
and  the  peraanent  high  voltage  line  to  the  site  erected, 

(c)  The  Contractors  had  built  a temporary  access  road  and  v/ere 
excavating  the  site  for  the  Toller  Dorm  reservoir. 

(d)  Approximately  15,300  yards  of  10",  8"  and  6"  main  beti/een 
Hooke  and  the  site  of  reservoir  at  Stoke  Knapp  v;as  completed, 

(e)  7,500  yards  of  6"  main  was  laid  from  North  Warren  Hill 
reservoir  via  Sal way  Ash  to  Dottery  with  an  extension  to 
Bradpole,  This  main  v/as  connected  to  the  existing  mains  in 
Netherbury.  Thus  \;ater  from  the  present  source  supplying 
Beaminster  T/ould  augment,  during  part  of  1 962^  the  supply  from 
Litton  Cheney  to  Bridport  and  Bradpole, 

By  early  I962  it  v;as  hoped  to  let  the  folloving  contracts  which  woiILd 
complete  Phase  1 , 

fa)  Reservoir  at  Stoke  Knapp, 

fb)  Reservoir  at  North  Bowood, 

(c)  Main  laying  Furleigh  Cross  to  Broadvindsor, 

The  Board’s  Engineer  felt  reasonably  confident  that  it  v/ould  be 
possible  to  lift  the  ban  on  irater  supply  to  new  b\ilding  development  in 
the  Bridport  area  by  December,  1 962,  and  also  to  supply  Broad\indsor  by  that 
date.  Plans  for  estate  development  in  the  District  have  continued  to  be 
approved,  vri.th  the  condition,  that  the  developm.ent  shall  not  be  commenced 
until  the  dwellings  can  be  served  by  the  Water  Board,

In  May,  the  l.linister  informed  the  West  Dorset  Water  Board  that  he  had 
comiiunicated  v/ith  the  Dorchester  Borough  and  Rioral  District  Councils,  Weymouth 
Borough,  Portland  Urban  District  Council  and  the  Weymouth  Water  Works  Company, 
foreshadovvdng  moves  regarding  re-grouping  at  a not  too  distant  date,  and  in 
September_^  on  the  suggestion  of  the  Minister,  a Working  Party  vas  formed  to 
prepare  an  agreed  bodj’’  of  information  from  v/hich  a more  acc\n*ate  assessment 
than  at  present  existed^  coiild  be  made  of  the  likely  bxirden  nhich  re-grouping 
would  impose  on  the  consumers  of  irater  within  the  four  adjacent  authorities. 

At  its  first  meeting  on  25/9/61,  it  agreed  on  a form  of  questionna.ire  to  be 
completed  by  all  the  authorities  concerned,  the  figures  from  which  ^;ould 
be  consolidated  by  the  Deputy  County  Treasin^er.  The  Working  Party  then 
proposed  to  prepare  an  agreed  report  shovang  the  financial  implication  of 
forming  a board  to  serve  both  Central  and  Wost  Dorset.  The  Report  \7ould 
show,  first,  the  financial  position  of  the  proposed  Board  if  formed  in  the 
near  futiore  and,  secondly,  the  long  term  position  after  all  major  capital 
works  had  been  completed  and  any  preferential  rates,  special  contributions, 
etq^had  ceased  to  operate,

The  Whitchurch  Canonicorum  Water  Works  Company  Ltd  informed  the  Council 
that  it  T/oiald  onlj’'  be  able  to  supply  water  to  the  Council’s  houses  at  Uoodens 
Hill  during  the  summer  so  long  as  it  v/as  available  from  its  existing  so'urce. 
However,  no  shortage  was  experienced  during  the  year. 

Llorcombelake . 

Most  of  the  houses  obtain  their  water  from  individual  v;ells  and  the 
Whitchiarch  Canonicorm  and  Ryall  Village  supplies  originate  in  the  greensand 
area  of  Hardovm  Hill,  The  Council,  a,nxLous  about,  pollution  of  these  water 
supplies  from  sewage  disposal  tanlcs  in  the  area  (there  being  no  main  drainage), 
recommended  the  Planning  Authority  not  to  approve  any  development  involving 
sewage  disposal  within  the  greensand  area  until  such  time  as  mains  water  becomes 
available , 

Water  shortage  was  experienced  on  the  Council's  housing  estate  and  T,7ater 
had  to  be  hauled  from  July  to  October, 

Piped  Water  Supplies. _ 

Table  1 on  page  ~f  shows  the  n\amber  of  dwellings  in  the  District  which 
receive  a piped  water  supply  from  the  Water  Board,  the  Council  and  the  above 
mentioned  privately  owned  public  supplies,  together  with  tho  estimated 
population  receiving  piped  water  supplies  direct  to  their  dwellings  and  by 
standpipes  only,  79/^  of  the  total  number  of  dv/ellings  receiving  a piped 
v/ater  supply  are  supplied  by  the  Water  Board,  Ifo  by  the  Coiancil  and  the 
remaining  20^  by  privately  ormed  public  \7ater  suppliers.  Approximately 
of  the  popxolation  in  the  District  receive  a piped  water  supply. 
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;man^se_s.

As  stated  in  previous  reports,  the  District  is  not  satisfactorily  sewered 
and  crude  se^mge  is  discharged  into  the  nearest  streams  from  the  villages 
throu^  v;hich  they  flot/,  especially  at  Chideock,  Symondsbury,  Bradpole, 

Walditch  and  Litton  Cheney,  Hovrever,  the  Coimcil  are  veiy  much  alive  to 
the  problem  and  are  taking  measures  as  fast  as  they  can  to  have  these  villages 
sewered.  In  195^  the  scheme  for  sewering  Shipton  G-orge  v;as  completed,  in  1957 
Bvcrton  Bradstock,  in  1959  Puncknov/le,  in  I960/6I  Charmouth, 

Ct^a^qutl:^ 

The  nev;  \7orks  became  operational  in  October,  The  plant  is,  of  the 
"Activated  Sludge"  typo  and  is  the  first  of  its  kind  in  the  area.  There  are 
no  contact  or  "filter"  beds,  the  oxidisation  or  aerobic  bacterial  purification 
of  the  sewage  being  obtained  by  the  aeration  tanlcs  v/ith  constantly?-  running 
aeration  cone.  Precise  dosing  of  this  tanlc  ^Tith  returned  sludge  is  essential 
and  so  a testing  room  has  been  incorporated  at  the  v/orks. 

The  existing  arrangements  in  the  foUowdng  villages  are 
^gthenhampton , 

The  village  of  Bothenliampton  is  adequately  se\;ered  and  sewage  is  discharged 
into  the  Bridpoii  Borough  sewers  at  East  Rd,,  West  Bay  ^d,,  and  Bin:*ton  Rd,, 

Walditch. 

A sewerage  scheme  for  this  village  has  been  prepared  during  the  year  and 
comprises  1,400  yards  of  9”  and  1,450  yards  of  6"  cast  iron  asbestos  sev7or  which 
iTill  drain  to  the  Bridport  Borough  sewers  by  gra-vity,  the  connection  being 
made  at  Hyde  Comer,  Crock  Lane,  It  provides  for  the  connection  of  81  properties 
and  for  retaining  the  old  village  sewers  as  storm  water  sev/ers.  The  scheme 
is  estimated  to  cost  £18,000  and  it  is  hoped  to  commence  it  in  19^2, 

Bradpole. 

The  Beaminster  Rd.,  Court  Close  and  East  ^d.,  areas  have  a satisfactoiy 
sewerage  system  which  discharges  into  the  Borough  sewers  at  Kings  Head  and 
East  St,,  The  remainder  of  the  -village  is  unsatisfactorily  drained,  crude  sei/age 
being  discharged  into  the  rivers  Mangerton  and  Asker, 

Burton  Bradstock . 

Parts  of  the  village  have  yet  to  be  se-;.-ered.  Serious  overloading  of  the  v/orks 
occurred  during  most  of  the  year  and  a.  scheme  v/as  prepared  to  remedy^  this.  The 
contract  T/as  let  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  v;ork  should  commence  early  in  I962 
on  sta,ge  1 of  the  extension  of  the  se\:age  v/orks.  Stage  1 includes  doubling  the 
sludge  drying  bed  capaci-ty  and  provision  for  sludge  digestion  etc, 

Chideock. 

The  river  Wynniford  is  seriously  polluted  during  its  course  through  this 
village  and  a proposed  main  drainage  scheme  for  Chideock  and  Seatov/n  is  being 
prepared.  An  added  danger  from  the  pollution  is  increased  by  a shingle  bank 
at  the  moutli  of  the  river  occasionally  obstructing  its  flow. 
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I^ttqn  jChenejy;^, 

The  sewers  in  this  village  run  along  the  min  street  either  as  open 
ditches  or  as  piped  drains  and  discharge  into  a tributary  of  the  river  Bride, 

Only  nain  drainage  will  abate  the  nuisance, 

_Lo_ders^ 

The  river  ilsker  is  grossly  polluted  fron  the  tv/elve  outfalls  and  the  sewers 
thenselves  are  far  fron  satisfactory.  The  Council  have  decided  that  a nain 
drainage  scheme  vriJJL  be  ca,rried  out  when  mains  v/ater  is  provided  by  the  ''later 
Board,  there  being  no  piped  \7ater  at  present, 

Pmcl^qwlo^ 

The  contract  works  in  connection  with  the  sewerage  scheme  for  this  village 
were  completed  early  in  the  year.  Thirty  of  the  si^cty-four  existing  dwellings 
which  could  be  served  by  the  sewer,  had  been  connected, 

Hest  Bexington  is  provided  \7ith  a main  drainage  system  which  conveys 
sevrage  to  a disposal  plant  adjacent  to  the  beach.  This  plant  is  unsatisfactory 
being  almost  continuously  waterlogged  duo  to  flooding  either  fron  the  lagoon  or 
from  the  sea  breaking  over  or  tlirough  the  Chesil  bonk, 

Symondsbujr/ _ 

This  village  and  T7est  Rd,,  areas  are  provided  Td.th  inadequate  and 
unsatisfactory  se'wers  which  discliarge  crude  sewage  into  the  river  Simene, 

The  West  Cliff  area  at  West  Bay  is  satisfactorily  sewered,  and  rhe  sewage  is 
discharged  into  the  Borou^  sewers.  The  Council  are  considering  on  the 
advice  of  the  Minister,  of  abandoning  the  Simene  Close  sewage  disposal,  plant 
because  of  frequent  flooding,  in  favour  of  pumping  the  sewage  to  the  Borough 
sewers  some  200  yards  aT,;ay,  There  are  no  se\/ers  in  Eype  or  Broadoak, 

Othejq  Pari_shes_,_ ^ 

There  are  no  sewers  in  Askerswell,  Aldington,  S\7yre,  Stanton  St,  Gabriel, 
IThitchurch  Canonicorum,  Morconbelako,  Ryall,  Rishpond  Bottom,  Wootton  Fitzpaine,  anc 
Monkton  Wyld.  Dwellings  in  these  villages  or  hamlets  are  drained  to  septic  tanks, 
cess-pools  or  the  nearest  ditch  or  watercourse, 

Gfficral, 

As  the  West  Dorset  'Water  Board  progress  with  their  scheme  for  supplying 
all  the  villages  in  the  District,  the  \argent  necessity  will  arise  for  sewerage, 
and  it  seems  that  plans  shoilLd  be  prepared  so  that  a sowera,ge  scheme  will 
always  be  in  process  of  construction,  until  all  the  villages  have  been  completed, 

_The_  Long  Sea  OutfalJL. 

In  October,  a Joint  Meeting  of  the  West  Dorset  Local  Authorities  took  place 
regarding  the  proposed  scheme  for  a long  sea  outfall  at  West  Bay  put  fon^ard 
by  Messrs  Land  and  Marine  Contractors  Ltd,  It  v;as  decided  to  employ  a firm 
of  Consultant  Engineers  to  make  the  necessary  investigation  and  preparation 
of  a preliminary  report  on  the  scheme  as  affecting  the  tv/o  Bridport  and  Beaminster 
Councils,  Subsequently  the  Councils  agreed  to  contribute  to  the  cost  (750  guineas) 
of  the  Consultants  fees  in  the  follovmng  proportions  -

The  Council  own  Public  Conveniences  at  Seatovm  and  Chamouth,  the  cleaning 
being  carried  out  by  part-tine  caretakers  and  maintenance  by  direct  laboiir 
staff.  Consideration  is  being  given  on  the  provision  of  additional.  Public 
Conveniences  a,t  Chamouth,  Burton  Bradstock  and  I'est  BexLngton, 

The  Council  decided  to  remove  the  turnstile  at  the  Sea-toim  conveniences 
in  tine  for  the  19^2  season.  Consideration  has  also  been  given  to  the  provision 
of  temporary  conveniences  at  some  of  the  laybys  on  the  trunk  road. 

Public  Cleansing, 

Refuse  and  salvage  collection  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Surveyor's 
department.  The  whole  of  the  District  nov/  receives  a t\7ice  monthly  collection^ 
and  in  19^2^ this  will  be  increasedoto  one  in  every  two  'weeks.  Four  men  are 
employed  as  collectors  and  a new  dual-tip  refuse  waggon  was  purchased  diiring 
the  year,  the  old  ivaggon  being  retained  for  additional  collections  during  the 
holiday  season  to  serve  the  caravan  camps  and  hotels.  The  refuse  is  tipped 
at  three  sites  situated  in  the  West^  East  and  Centre  of  the  District,  While 
awaiting  delivery  of  a nev;  v/aggon,  private  hire  at  a cost  of  £238  was  used  to 
clear  the  caravan  camps  during  the  summer.  The  follo\dng  salvage  was  sold 
for  £Z*.6,  7 tons,  1?  cwts,  of  nixed  paper  and  7 tons  of  scrap  iron. 

Litter  bins,  provided  by  the  Dorset  County  Council  who  also  contribute 
towards  the  cost  of  collection  at  official  laybys  on  trunk  and  classified  roads^ 
are  emptied  weekly  during  the  suimier  and  on  noraal  refuse  rounds  during  the 
winter. 

The  question  of  nuisances  created  by  rubbish  and  litter  at  laybys,  beaches 
and  local  beauty  spots  has  received  the  attention  of  the  Council  who  have 
decided  to  post  litter  notices  up  at  vario^ls  sites,  and  the  Council  have  also 
agreed  to  appoint  a litter  warden  during  the  simmer  months  of  19*^2 , The 
provision  of  temporary  toilet  blocks  at  some  laybys  on  the  trunlc  road  is  also 
being  investigated, 

Ro^j^J^ritml  ^aj^^a^c action  ^ojC  J/brjmn, 

One  Rodent  Officer  is  employed  on  a part-time  basis  of  24  ho’jrs  spread 
over  5 days  per  week.  In  addition  to  carrying  out  surveys  and  treatments,  he 
also  deals  with  other  infestations  such  as  wasps,  flies  and  fleas,  in  and 
around  private  dwellings . Sewer  treatments  were  given  to.  sewers  and  sewa,ge 
disposal  plants  and  quarterly  treatments  are  carried  out  at  the  three  refuse 
tips.  Litter  tins  at  laybys  are  also  regularly  treated.

Spending  holidays  in  oarava.ns  or  tents  is  heconiing  nore  popiiLar  every  year 
and  the  beautiful  coast  of  this  Rin:*al  District  attracts  large  nunhers  of  canpers. 

On  29th,  August  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Developnent  Act.,  eane 
into  force.  This  hrouglit  greater  control  of  caravan  sites  to  the  Local 
Authority  as  vrell  as  repealing  all  the  licences  previously  issued  in  respect  of 
caravan  sites  under  the  Public  HeaSLth  Act,  1936,  Section  269  of  that  Act,  hovever, 
still  applies  to  tents  and  canping  sites.  At  the  end  of  the  year  licences  had 
been  issued  authorising  the  use  of  sites  as  foUov/s 

licences  for  a total  of  225  tents  on  7 sites  v;hich  are  also 
licenced  sites  for  cara.vans  under  the  ne\7  Act,  34  sites  for 
11  residential,  1,113  seasona,!,  101  touring  caravans,  and 
8 sites  (for  Caravan  Club  of  Great  Brilain)  81  touring  caravans, 

11  applications  for  230  caravans  were  refused  and  20  applications  for 
sites  v/ere  being  considered  at  the  end  of  the  year, 

A census  was  carried  out  fron  17th,  July  - 1st,  September  of  all 
caravan  sites  in  the  coastal  area  of  the  District,  As  a resiiLt  of  tliis 
census,  it  was  seen  that  up  to  41  unauthorised  sites  were  being  used  to 
acconnodate  86  caravans  while  there  v/ere  vacancies  for  102  caravans  in 
authorised  sites,  althou^  diming  the  August  Bank  Holiday  v;eek-end  there  were 
84  caravans  on  39  unauthorised  sites  i/hilo  at  the  sane  tine  there  v/ere  84 
unoccupied  standings  in  authorised  sites. 

Lack  of  sanitary  conveniences  and  unsatisfactory  water  supply  was  noticeable 
on  the  najority  of  the  unauthorised  or  exempted  sites.  There  was  also  little 
or  no  control  regarding  the  disposal  of  rubbish  or  litter.  Apart  fron  being 
injurious  to  health,  these  haphazard  sites  tend  to  spoil  the  amenities  of  tMs 
area  of  outstanding  coastal  and  landscape  beauty. 

It  seems  that  there  are  sufficient  authorised  caravan  standings  to  meet 
the  demand  diming  the  season  but  not  during  the  peak  period,  and  it  nay  be  that 
the  Council  should  consider  increasing  the  number  of  caravan  standings  in 
the  present  authorised  sites. 

Following  the  census,  the  Council  decided  in  October,  to  apply  to  the 
Minister  for  an  Order  removing  the  exemptions  laid  down  in  the  first  schedule 
of  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  This  refers  to  the  use 
of  holdings  of  5 acres  or  more  for  not  more  than  three  caravans  for  no  longer 
than  28  days  without  a site  licence. 

The  16  beach  huts  for  day  occupation  at  SeatoiTn,  14  at  I>7pesnouth  and 
13  at  West  Bexington  are  licenced  as  temporary  buildings.  These  are  receiving 
consideration  by  the  Planning  Authority,  ivith  a view  to  re-siting,  or  removal 
under  the  ToiTn  and  Country  Planning  Acts,

These  are  regularly  inspected;  all  have  piped  water,  washing  facilities 
and  all  have  water  closets  except  one.  Pasteurised  or  T,T,  milk  is  supplied  to 
each  school, 

26  water  samples  \7ere  taken  for  analyses  by  the  Dorset  County  Coimcil's 
staff,  13  being  satisfactoiy,  9 unsatisfactory  and  4 suspicious,  7 of  the 
unsatisfactory  samples  were  from  one  school,.  The  pupils  are  forbidden  to  drink 
this  water,

The  Noise  Abatement  Act,  I96O  came  into  opera.tion  on  27th,  November,  I96O, 
Complaints  were  received  regarding  noise  arising  from  dog  kennels.  The 
attention  of  the  complainants  was  draim  to  the  provisions  of  Sec,  99  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936,

No  food  was  condemned  during  the  year. 

Food  Hy^^ne  Course, 

During  the  T/dnter,  a Food  Hygiene  Course  was  held  designed  for  food 
handlers  in  the  catering  and  allied  industries.  This  T;as  organised  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  Bridport  Borougli  and  Rxiral  Piahlic  Health 
Inspectors,  and  films  were  shown  by  the  Dorset  County  Council’s  Health  Department. 
Invited  lect^2rers  gave  talks  on  Bacteriolog/,  the  West  Dorset  Water  Supplies, 
Diseases  of  Animals,  Milk  Supply,  Rodent  and  Pest  Control  and  Cookery,  Visits 
were  organised  to  a Dorset  Bakery,  a Slaughterhouse,  a Milk  Factory,  a Poultry 
Dressing  Factory  and  a large  Catering  Establishment, 

23  persons  attended  the  course. 

Milk 

Since  the  beginring  of  the  year,  the  responsibilily  for  the  issue  cf 
licences  for  the  use  of  special  designation  in  connection  vith  milk  or  the 
registration  cf  distributors  was  transferred  from  the  Council  to  the  Dorset 
County  Council  under  the  Mlk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations,  19^0. 

The  County  Coiincil,  however,  have  continued  to  inform  the  Coimoil  where  milk 
samples  have  failed  to  pass  the  prescribed  test,  and  during  the  year  notified 
that  of  60  samples  taken,  35  passed  and  3 failed. 

In  December,  the  Ministry  of  Agricultxjre , Fisheries  and  Food  notified  the 
Coimcil  of  the  proposal  to  make  an  Order,  specifying  this  rural  district  as 
an  area  vithin  which  the  use  of  special  designations  in  relation  to  milk  sold 
by  retail  would  become  obligatory,  Tlie  Coxmcil  raised  no  objection  to  this 
proposal. 


6 DealerSs  licences  to  sell  Pre-packed  milk,  and  2 for  T,T,  milk,  were  issued.

There  is  one  licenced  slaughterhouse  situated  at  Brs-dpole  \.ixich  is 
privately  owned,  and  the  tenant  has  his  o\m  fleet  of  delivery  vans  for 
transporting  neat  to  retailers  inside  and  outside  the  ruro,l  district. 

There  is  quite  a Imge  export  trade  carried  on  fron  this  slaughterhouse. 

Heat  inspection  is  carried  out  by  a Veterinary  Surgeon  enployed  part-time  b^^ 
the  Council. 

56  inspections  were  made  of  the  slaugliterhouse  during  the  year. 

In  liay,  196l,the  Council  were  informed  tha,t  the  Llinister  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Pood,  accepted  the  Council’s  Slaughterhouse  Report  sub;;oct  to  the 
follovnng  observations 

" That  representations  had  been  raa.de  on  behalf  of  local  moat  traders 
to  the  effect  that,  following  the  closiare  of  the  slaughterhouse  at 
Skilling  in  the  Berough  of  Bridport,  facilities  in  the  area  covered 
by  the  Boroughs  of  Bridport  and  Lyrae  Regis  and  the  rura,l  district  of 
Bridport  are  not  considered  adeqiia.te.  The  Llinister  is  of  the  opinion 
that  this  would  be  a consideration  for  him  to  take  into  account  should 
any  application  for  a new  s.’.a,ugIaterhouse  licence  be  made  to  the  Council 
and  referred  to  him  under  the  provisions  of  Section  A of  the  Act. 

Tlie  Council  raised  no  objection  to  the  llinister*  s proposed  action. 

In  July,  it  was  reported  to  the  Council  that  the  rliirLster  had  made 
1st,  October,  I961  as  the  day  fron  i;hich  a,ll  slaughterhouses  in  the  rural  district

In  October,  on  the  suggestion  of  this  Council,  a meeting  of  interested 
voluntcury  organisations  and  persons  together  vdth  representatives  from  the 
Bridpor*t  Rural  and  Borough  Council,  agreed  to  form  a sub-comr.iittee  to  dra.v;  up 
a list  of  old  people  in  the  ti;o  Councils'  areas  so  that  the  size  and  nature 
of  the  problem  mi^t  be  ascertained  in  order  to  make  future  plans  to  help  the 
old  people.

Oaly  3%  of  the  applications  submitted  to  the  Council  for  consideration 
have  been  refused  and  most  of  these  have  subsequently  been  approved  on  the 
submission  of  a ro'visod  application.

In  accordance  vn.th  the  Council’s  policy,  there  has  been  a slowing  down 
of  the  inspection  of  Classification  1V  dv;ellings  (those  requiring  demolition 
or  replacement)  and  during  196l,only  2 final  detailed  inspections  v/ere  made, 
leaving  44  houses  to  be  finally  surveyed  so  as  to  complete  the  original,  programme. 
These  ZfJf  houses  are  in  the  fellovjing  parishes  - S3rmondsbury  3»  Bothenliampton  5> 
Asker sv/ell  3>  Litten  Cheney  k,  Loders  9i  ''.liitchurch  Canonicorum  16,  and 
'loot ton  Fitzpaine  4* 

In  July,  1955»  the  Liinisti^'-  were  informed  that  this  Council  would 
have  completed  the  Slum  Clearance  programme  by  August,  19^4.  In  Order  to 
achieve  this,  it  seems  tha.t  the  informal  procedure  adopted  by  the  Council 
should  be  abandoned  and  that  where  infoirial  procedure  has  been  adopted  in 
connection  with  inviting  proposals  from  the  o'vnors  of  Classification  1V  houses 
a,nd  nas  achieved  no  resiILt,  statutory  action  as  laid  down  in  the  Housing  Act 
should  be  adopted.  This  statutor^^  procedure  should  also  apply  after  the  final 
inspection  of  the  out-standing  44  Classification  1V  houses  has  been  carried  out,

of  preservation  exists,  by  the  informal  method  v/hereby  owners  are  invited  to 
submit  proposals  to  eliminate  defects,  but  that  in  other  cases,  the  formaJL 
procedure  as  laid  down  in  the  Housing  Act,  be  adopted.
